Frankly  and  fairly  he  told  the 
people  of  British  Columbia  that 
they  had  been  living  beyond  their 
means.  Even  if  good  times  had  con- 
tinued, there  would  have  come  the 
necessity  for  calling  a  halt  to  ef- 
forts to  satisfy  public  demand  for 
expenditures.  Oood  times  had  not 
continued  after  the  days  of  specu- 
lative boom,  and  British  Columbia, 
as  an  exporting  country,  was  ex- 
tremely sensitive  to  the  economic 
crisis  that  paralyzed  world  trade. 

In  considering  the  budget  he 
asked  that  consideration  be  given  to 
several  points: 

RETARD  DEVELOPMENT 

"First,"  he  continued,  "the  oner- 
ous, yearly  recurrent  debt  charges, 
which  are  a  dead  weight  about  the 
neck  of  industry,  which  retard  de- 
velopment of  our  resources,  which 
handicap  business  in  world  markets 
and  which  are  a  burden  on  every 
Individual  British  Columbian.  I 
warn  this  House  that  we  must  ma-

"Indeed,  I  should  be  remiss  in  my 
duty  were  I  to  fail  to  warn  this 
House  that  financial  conditions  may 
appreciably  limit  further  Govern- 
ment contributions  towar. 
ployment  relief,  which  ha 
the  heaviest  social  service  of  all  and 
an  onerous  burden.    The  various 
communities  of  this  province  should 
recognize  that  they  are  responsible  ]  the 
for  the  solution  of  th*lr  local  prob- 
lems, and  that  far  more  effective 
than  Government  doles  is  a  realiza- 
tion of  each  man's  duty  to  his  fellow 
man. 

"I  am  confident  that  we  are  on 
the  eve  of  Industrial  recovery,  hence 
in  this  year's  fiscal  provisions  dis- 
tinct effort  is  made  to 

"(a)  Maintain  and,  whenever 
possible,  expand  ma  rkets  for  our 
agricultural  products. 

"(b)  To  open  ever  new  and 
more  lucrative  trade  fields  for 
products  from  our  forests. 

"(c)  To  prompt  and  aid  a  "back 
to  the  land"  movement  In  order 
that  urban  congestion  by  unem- 
ployed may  cease  by  a  transfer  of 
manpower  to  a  field  of  self-sup- 
port and  productivity. 

"(d)  To  construct  mining  trails 
and  develop  gold-bearing  areas. 

"(e)  To  maintain  mala  high- 
ways in  first-class  condition  in 
order  that  every  industry  may  be 
served  by  adequate  transport  fa- 
eilities. 

"(f)  To  aid  the  development  of 
our  natural  resources  and  Indus- 
tries In  an 
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circumstances,  and  then  went  expenditure  for  the  ensuing  year 
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"(g)  And  to  maintain  law  and 
as  weU  as  institutional 
service  on  an  extent  commen- 
surate with  actual  needs." 

In  dealing  with  the  habitual 
deficits  of  the  past  score  of  years, 
the  Minister  of  Finance  stated: 

"Year  after  year,  from  1917  on- 
ward. Government  services  became 
greater  In  scope  and  more  lavish  In 
character;  doing  things  on  an  ever- 
Increasing  scale  was  the  order  of 
the  day  until,  finally,  projects  and 
policies  of  various  character  as  well 
as  social  services,  education  and 
other  Government  functions  were 
reflected  by  a  per  capita  budget 
more  costly  by  far  than  any  other 
throughout  the  Dominion.  Over  and 
above  this  there  were  borrowed  large 
sums  of  money  to  finance  a  number 
of  supposedly  self-supporting  pro- 
jects which  in  time  proved  to  be 
almost  total  losses. 

NOT  JUSTIFIED 
"Certain  of  these  polities  and 
projects  might  have,  to  a 
been  Justifiable  If  the 
revenues  had  been 
to  requirements.  However,  even  a 
superficial  analysis  clearly  shows 
that  at  no  time  during  these 
many  years  was  our  Income  such 
as  to 
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"Even  In  years  of  greatest  pros- 
perity, when  we  should  have  been 
reducing  rather  than  increasing  our 
debt  burden,  we  find  that,  repeat- 
edly, deficit  budgets  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  House— deficits,  I 
mean.  In  their  estimates  of  revenue 
and  expenditure.  Between  the  years 
1917  and  1925  eight  deficit  budgets 
were  presented,  the  annual  esti- 
mated deficit  running  from  $900,000 
to  $3,432,000. 

"In  actual  results,  however,  the 
deficits  were  much  heavier  than 
anticipated  in  the  estimates.  In- 
deed, there  was  only  one  surplus  In 
this  entire  period.  This  occurred  in 
1919-20,  when  the  surplus  was  $3ftl.- 
330.  and  the  actual  deficits  ranged 
from  $466,506  to  $4,407,416. 

"Taking  a  period  of  twenty-one 
years,  from  1911-12  to  1931-32.  and 
Including  the  life  of  six  separate 
parliamentary  terms,  we  find  that 
this  Province  has  rarely  lived  within 
Its  Income  and  that  against  two 
surpluses  aggregating  $462,124  there 
were  Incurred  nineteen  deficits  ag- 
gregating $48,826,544.  or  a  net  excess 
In  expenditure  over  income  of  $48.- 
374.420. 

OPEN  TO  CENSURE 
"The  feature  subject  to  moat 
censure,  however,  is  the  extent  of 
capital  borrowings  Indulged  In. 
The  motto  apparently  was  that, 
no  matter  at  what  « o«.t,  popular 
demand  had  to  be  satisfied:  and 
vet.  how  could  It  be  pottaible  to 
ver-inrreasing  deht  obli- 
rhen  income  was  insuf- 
ficient to  meet  ordinary  require- 
ments? Today  it  Is  found  that  It 
Is  the  debt  burden  which  makes 
it  Impossible  to  submit  a  balanced 
hudirrt." 

After  recounting  the  difficulties 
that  faced  the  present  administra- 
tion on  taking  office  and  finding 
that  the  financial  structure  would 
permit  of  but  few  economies,  u 
many  of  the  more  costly  services 
had  become  statutory  obligations, 
and  explaining  that  financing  of 
accrued  deficits  and  uncompleted 
works  contracted  by  the  former 
Government  added  $14,490,000  to 
the  public  debt.  Mr.  Jones  told  at 
the  position  of  British  Columbia  as 
a  result  of  the  world  economic  col- 
lapse. It  was  Impossible,  he  de- 
clared  to  balance  a  budget  under

"It  ha-s  been  my  endeavor  to  re- 
duce costs  by  the  elimination  of  all 
unnecessary  governmental  functions

"The  budget  presented  last  year 
is  ample  evidence  of  the  determined 
effort  made  towards  a  sane,  well- 
balanced  financial  structure.  It 
must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that 
the  Ineradicable  commitments  of 
the  past  are  a  barrier  to  alleviation 
in  the  tax  burden,  and  that  the 
cancer  of  unemployment  has  be- 
come a  staggering  financial  burden 
which  will  require  years  to  liquidate 
Furthermore,  revenues,  despite  of 
stiffening  in  tax  rates,  have  been 
falling  to  undreamed-of  low  levels. 

"There  is  an  urgent  need  at  this 
time  for  reserves  which  should  have 
been  set  aside  during  prosperous 
years  to  tide  over  the  distress  of 
lean  years,  and  It  Is  right  to  de- 
mand the  reason  for  falling  to  so 
establish  them,  as  well  as  the  reason 
for  adding  a  monumental  burden  as 
the  following  on  the  shoulders  of 
the  people: 

"Commitments  made  during  1917- 
18  to  1928-29  have  Increased  the 
cost  of  debt  charges  from  $2,018,000 
to  $8,368,000,  or  by  $61350,000." 

Continuing,  he  said:  "This  In- 
crease In  cost  is  equal  to  178  per 
cent,  as  against  a  percentage  in- 
crease in  population  of  31  per  cent, 
or  a  ratio  of  4.4  to  1.  On  the  basis 
adopted  during  the  aforesaid  period 
a  budget  today  would  require  at 
least  $28,000,000  without  counting 
ths  cost  of  unemployment  relief; 
yet  revenues  during  1931-32  amount- 
ed to  only  $22,180,000. 

ASKS  CO-OPERATION 
"It  is  only  reasonable  that  atten- 
tion should  be  drawn  to  these  facts  1 42  per  cent, 
and  the  general  public  be  told  that 
they  cannot  expect  this,  or  any 
other  Government,  to  continue 
granting  services  on  the  scale  of 
former  years:  and  to  demand  the 
whole-hearted  co-operation  or  the 
people  as  well  as  every  member  of 
this  House  to  effect  economies,  re- 
adjust the  scope  and  extent  of  gov- 
ernmental functions,  and  regain 
proper  economic  balance.  Rela- 
tively speaking,  at  no  other  time  in 
the  history  of  this  province  was 
there  made  as  genuine  and  deter- 
mined effort  as  ours  to  establish  a 
proper  economic  level,  and  this 
against  odds  greater  than  any  pre- 
viously* experienced. 

"Against  this  baekcround  of 
extravagance  and  deficit  —  for 
which,  as  British  Columbians,  we 
must  all  assume  our  full  share  of 
responsibility — we  come  to  the 
current  situation.  In  this  connec- 
tion I  want  the  House  and  the 
of    British    Columbia  to 
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Hie  estimated  revenue  on  a  con- 
servative calculation  would  amount 
to  $20,497,591.41.  being  less  by  $4.- 
345.175  than  that  estimated  for  the 
vear  1932-33  The  estimated  ex-

"Although  the  estimated  volume 
of  revenue  may  appear  insufficient 
to  permit  full  sinking  fund  provi- 
sions," he  explained,  '  actually  this 
budget  does  not  contemplate  a  de- 
ficit. That  is  to  say,  we  shall  col- 
lect more  money  than  we  shall  ac- 
tually spend  for  ordinary  govern- 
mental services.

"I  would  emphasize  here  that  our 
revenue  estimates  have  been  cut 
with  a  ruthless  hand.  They  arc  not 
based  on  any  anticipation  of  im- 
proved conditions,  although  we  be- 
lieve conditions  will  improve.  They 
are  prepared  on  the  assumption  that 
the  income  of  business  and  indi- 
viduals and  the  general  volume  of 
commerce  will  be  smaller  this  year 
than  last  year.  I  am  absolutely 
confident  that  If  the  estimates  of 
revenue  err.  It  Is  on  the  low  aide, 
that  we  shall  collect  more  money 
than  we  anticipate  In  this  budget, 
and  that,  therefore.  It  Is  more  than 
probable  that  we  will  be  able  to 
make  full  provision  for  our  sinking 
funds.  The  facts  have  been  faced 
No  attempt  has  been  made  to  show 
a  brighter  picture  than  they.  In  the 
immediate  present.  Justify.  We  pre- 
fer an  honest  presentation  of  our 
position  to  a  fictitious  surplus. 
GREAT  REDUCTIONS

SIJCCE88ION  DUTIES 
"In  turning  to  the  subject  of 
death  <duties.  it  may  be  convenient 
at  the  beginning  to  clear  away  a 
time-worn  fallacy  to  the  effect  that

"The  expenditures  of  every  branch 
of  government  had  been  cut  beyond 
anything  which  had  seemed  possi- 
ble tn  the  past,  below  the  cost  of 
these  services  years  ago  when  our 
population  was  far  smaller.

GOVERNMENT  ACTION 

The  Issue  then  facing  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  I  present  It  to  the 
House  with  complete  candor,  was 
simply  thLv  Expenditure  having 
been  cut  to  the  limit,  should  we  im- 
pose another  13.000.000  of  taxation 
on  our  people  at  a  time  when  they 
are  least  able  to  bear  it?  And  this 
sdded  burden,  it  should  be  remem- 
bered, would  fall  on  every  indi- 
vidual British  Columbian,  since  in- 
come Is  the  only  source  of  taxation 
left.  Such  an  additional  tax  levy, 
of  necessity,  would  be  felt  in  every 
household  of  this  province,  from 
the  richest  to  the  poorest  It  would 
mean  almost  doubling  the  tax  on 
the  average  Income.  At  a  time  like 
this,  when  most  of  our  people  are 
struggling  to  keep  their  homes  to- 
gether. It  would  be.  I  believe,  a  dis- 
astrous blow  to  industries  and  to 
individuals. 

"The  Government  therefore  de- 
rided against  It.  As  you  have  seen 
by  the  detailed  proposal*  which  I 


T  would  add  that  Cabinet  Minis- 
ters' salaries,  members'  indemnities 
and  civil  service  salaries  have  been

retrenchment  measures.    A  number  I  death  Is  a  creation  of  the  law.  and 

the  State  has  the  right  to  prescribe 
the  conditions  and  the  limitations 
under  which  that  power  shall  be  ex- 
ercised. 

"Present  financial  stringency 
makes  it  incumbent  to  tempor- 
arily enforce  additional  levle*  in 
succession  duties,  these  to  be  In 
the  form  of  a  surtax  of  twenty - 
Ave  per  cent  on  the  amount  of 
duties  payable  by  each  estate. 

"At  this  Juncture.  I  would  point 
out  that  other  Canadian  provinces 
enforced  a  supertax  on  succession 
duties  In  1832.  and  that  the  pro- 
posed surtax  In  this  Province,  when 
added  to  the  duties  to  be  enforced, 
will  constitute  a  levy  still  lower  than 
that  adopted  by  other  Provinces  in 
the  Dominion. 

EXEMPTION  REDUCED 
"Amendments  to  the  'Succession 
Duty  Act'  will  also  provide  that  an 
exemption  be  made  on  the  amount 
of  life  Insurance  payable  to  pre- 
ferred beneficiaries  up  to  $25,000  In- 
stead of  a  total  exemption  as  is  now 
the  case;  that  a  supertax  shall  be 
levied  on  legacies  to  strangers  on  a 
graduated  scale  from  one  per  cent 
on  legacies  of  $25,000  upward  to  five 
per  cent  on  legacies  of  1100,000  and 
over;  finally,  that  the  period  of  tax- 
ation of  gifts  'Inter  vivos'  shall  be 
extended  from  one  year,  as  Is  now 
the  case,  to  two  years. 

"These  surtaxes  are  anticipated  to 
increase  the  revenue  collectible 
from  this  source  by  approximately 
1315.000 

SCHOOL  TAXES 
"Last  year  It  was  enacted  that 
a  tax  of  five  mills  be  levied  for  edu- 
cational purposes,  on  all  lands  not 
encompassed  within  a  school  dis- 
trict; as  this  rate  bears  too  heavily 
on  communities  as  well  as  indus- 
tries which  are  particularly  affected 
by  economic  disturbances.  It  Is  pro- 
posed to  reduce  It  from  five  mills  to 
two  mills."

The  Importance  of  coal  and  iron, 
as  the  basic  minerals  of  a  country 
was  emphasized  by  Dr.  T.  A.  Rick- 
ard.  who  addressed  the  Empire 
?tudy  group  of  Oonzales  Chapter, 
I.O.D.E.,  last  evening,  at  the  home 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  N.  Mouat.  Up- 
lands. 

Dr.  Rickard  gave  a  comprehensive 
survey  of  the  diamond,  gold,  coal 
and  Iron  resources  of  the  British 
Empire,  and  attributed  the  initial 
settlement  of  such  countries  as 
Australia.  South  Africa  and  the 
Western  part  of  Canada  to  the  en- 
terprises of  the  miners,  who  were 
responsible  for  the  discovery  of 
gold.  It  was  on  interesting  fact  that 
84  per  cent  of  the  gold  output  of 
the  world  belonged  to  English- 
speaking  countries. 

ADVENT  OF  COAL 
As  far  back  as  the  thirteenth 
cntury.  coal  was  looked  upon  as 
one  of  the  most  valuable  assets  of 
a  country,  but  not  until  Elizabethan 
I  times  did  its  value  become  fully  ap- 
parent, the  introduction  of  chim- 
neys being  responsible  for  this. 
With  the  advent  of  steam,  coal  be- 
came even  more  necessary  and  of 
greater  Importance  until,  through 
the  development  of  industrial  Great 
Britain,  coal  and  iron  formed  the 
nation's  most  important  natural  re- 
sources.

INSURANCE  POLICY 

Harry  Francis  Davis  gave  e/idence 
of  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Eve  the 
day  after  the  fire,  and  that  Mr. 
Eve  appeared  concerned  over  an  in- 
surance policy  on  his  furniture,  and 
that  he  r.  aa  no?  sure  that  the  policy 
had  not  lapsed. 

Mr.  Maclean,  In  his  address  to  the 
Jury,  detailed  a  great  deal  of  the 
evidence,  pointing  out  that  no  at- 
tempt had  been  made  to  investigate 
the  fire  until  many  weeks  had 
elapsed.  He  also  referred  to  the 
articles  of  value  In  the  Eve  home 
which  could  have  been  safely  re- 
moved If  there  had  been  any  In- 
tention on  the  part  of  Mr.  Eve  to 
destroy  the  home.  There  was  no 
evidence,  Mr.  Maclean  said,  to  show 
that  the  oil-stalned  tar  paper  taken 
from  the  flooring  had  not  been  In 
that  condition  when  it  was  placed 
there  some  years  ago.  There  were 
many  other  things,  counsel  contend- 
ed, that  were  conclusive  that  Mr 
Eve  did  not  set  the  fire. 

ADDRESSES  JI  KV 

Mr.  Moore  was  brief  in  his  re- 
marks and  referred  mainly  to  the 
condition  of  the  home  after  the  fire 
and  what  had  been  found  by  the 
Investigators.  He  produced  a  piece 
of  charred  wood  which  he  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Jury.  The  pleoe 
of  wood,  he  explained,  had  been 
taken  ftom  the  baseboard,  near  the 
hot-air  register  Immediately  above 
the  furnace.  He  intimated  Mr.  fcve 
had  said  that  the  portion  that  was 
badly  burned  had  been  nearest  the 
door  and  not  near  the  register. 

"How  could  such  a  thing  as  that 
occur?  if  the  fire  started  from  the 
furnace,  how  could  this  piece  of 
wood  be  charred  at  a  point  some 
distance  from  the  register  and  the 
part  closest  hardly  scorched?"  he 
asked.  Mr.  Moore  also  criticized  the 
evidence  of  the  accused  concerning 
alleged  "third  degree  methods"  used 
in  an  effort  to  extract  a  confession 
from  Mr.  Eve.

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Into  any  consideration  of  the  Budget  Intro- 
duced in  the  Lfgtalftture  yesterday  by  Mr.  J.  W. 
Jonea,  the  Minister  of  Finance,  there  must  enter 
a  process  of  fair  Judgment  In  relation  to  Budgets 
of  the  past.  With  British  Columbia's  steady  In- 
crease in  population  It  could  be  expected  that 
more  revenues  would  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  administration.  That  plan  was  regarded  as 
essential  over  a  period  of  years.  It  was  a  policy 
.steadily  pursued  by  the  late  Liberal  Government. 
Then  came  the  depression.  With  it  the  attitude 
of  public  opinion  was  reversed.  Where  before 
constantly  increasing  expenditures  were  being 
demanded  a  cry  for  economy  became  the  order 
of  the  day.  The  manner  in  which  Mr.  Jones  has 
responded  to  this  cry  is  exemplified  in  striking 
fashion  in  the  latest  Budget.

the  fiscal  year  1920-1921.  There  has  been  a  re- 
duction In  estimated  expenditures  of  $8,900,000 
since  1930-1931,  and  departmental  expenditures 
for  the  coming  year  will  be  50  per  cent  per  capita 
less  than  In  1916-1917.  These  figures  Illustrate. 
In  a  striking  way,  the  drastic  economies  that  have 
been  put  Into  force  under  the  financial  admin- 
istration of  Mr.  J.  W.  Jones. 

Under  the  existing  economic  conditions  there 
is  small  wonder  that  the  Provincial  Debt  should 
show  increases.  There  is  the  problem  of  unem- 
ployment to  be  financed.  The  money  cannot  be 
found  out  of  current  revenues.  It  has  to  be  bor- 
rowed. The  Provincial  Debt  on  November  1,  1932, 
stood  at  $120,822,000.  an  increase  of  $9,117,000, 
which  was  chiefly  due  to  the  financing  of  unem- 
ployment relief.  It  Is  noted  In  the  Budget 
Speech  that  the  financial  surplus  of  sinking 
funds  is  $2,950,000,  or  $578,000  greater  than  in  the 
previous  year.  At  present  the  yearly  earning 
power  of  sinking  funds  is  $98,750  in  excess  of  re- 
quirements. 

The  deficit  of  the  present  fiscal  year  is  defi- 
nitely due  to  a  fall  in  anticipated  revenues  of 
$5,920,000.  That  deficit  is  necessarily  increased 
also  by  providing  Interest  charges  and  sinking 
fund  requirements  for  money  borrowed  to  finance 
unemployment  relief.  Such  relief  cost  $16,939,- 
300  up  to  December  31,  1932,  the  provincial  share 
being  $6,819,700. 

Mr.  Jbnes,  as  with  all  Finance  Minister's  lr. 
these  times,  could  not  have  been  expected  to  an- 
ticipate, at  least  fully,  the  falling  off  In  rev- 
enues which  has  been  a  common  experience  with 
all  Governments.  He  has.  however,  put  into  ef- 
fect economies  which,  viewed  In  proportional  re- 
lationship, are  probably  greater  than  those  at- 
tempted by  any  other  Government.  As  well,  It 
Is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  deficits  In  revenue 
collections  by  some  new  taxation.  There  is  to 
be  no  Increase  in  the  Income  taxation  on  the 
wage-earner  or  on  those  who  enjoy  small  salaries. 
On  incomes  from  $5,000  upwards  there  will  be  a 
graduated  surtax  from  1  per  cent  on  the  first 
$2,500.  in  excess  of  $5,000,  to  18  per  cent  on  in- 
comes In  excess  of  $50,000.  This  surtax  is  ex- 
pected to  yield  $350,000. 

There  are  to  be  amendments  to  the  Succes- 
sion Duties  Act.  Hereafter  an  exemption  will  be 
given  on  life  Insurance  payable  to  preferred 
beneficiaries  up  to  $25,000  Instead  of  total  exemp- 
tion. In  addition,  a  supertax  will  be  levied  on 
legacies  to  strangers  on  a  graduated  scale  from 
1  per  cent  on  legacies  of  $25,000  upwards  to  5 
per  cent  on  legacies  of  $100,000  and  over.  These 
surtaxes  are  expected  to  net  $315,000  In  revenue. 
There  Is  taxation  relief,  however.  In  the  matter 
of  the  mill  rate  levied  for  educational  purposes 
in  unorganized  districts.  This  has  been  five  mills; 
by  new  legislation  the  rate  will  be  reduced  to 
two  mills.  It  has  been  found  that  the  existing 
mill  rate  weighs  too  heavily  on  communities  and 
Industries  affected  by  the  depression. 

8lnce  1920-1921  Provincial  Government  grants 
to  municipalities  have  Increased  from  $2,041,750 
to  nearly  $6,000,000.  Mr.  Jones  has  come  to  the 
conclusion  that,  In  view  of  the  condition  of  pro- 
vincial finances,  the  grants,  now  made  are  too 
great.  He  has  decided,  therefore,  to  discontinue 
grants  coming  out  of  the  receipts  from  Liquor 
Control  and  parl-mutuel  taxes,  which  it  is  esti- 
mated will  amount  to  $640,000  in  1933-1934.  This 
announcement  will  necessarily  come  as  a  blow 
to  many  municipalities  which  are  experiencing 
difficult  financial  conditions.  It  is  a  reminder, 
however,  to  all  municipalities  that  in  a  stren- 
uous economic  period  they  should  emulate  the 
example  of  the  Provincial  Government  in  making 
drastic  cuts  in  expenditure.  The  cuts  they  have 
already  made  cannot  be  said  to  compare  propor- 
tionately with  those  which  have  been  put  into 
effect  by  Mr.  Jones. 

The  Budget,  as  in  the  case  of  all  Budgets  at 
the  present  time,  will  be  received  with  mixed 
feelings.  All  those  who  examine  it  In  a  critical 
spirit  would  do  well  to  pay  particular  attention 
to  the  estimates  of  expenditures  as  between  the 
year  of  1932-1933  and  the  coming  fiscal  year  of 
1933-1934.  The  economies  being  put  Into  effect 
are  very  emphatic.  Of  the  main  spending  de- 
partments the  estimate  for  that  of  the  Attorney- 
General  for  the  coming  year  has  been  reduced  to 
$4,900,200  from  $6,966,000  in  1932-1933.  That  of 
the  Department  of  Finance  has  been  reduced 
from  $13,917,141.48  to  $12,025,641  46.  The  De- 
partment of  Lands  has  been  reduced  from 
J, 000  to  $3,058,400.  There  have  been  reduc-

mote economies  without  Interfering  with  the 
proper  conduct  of  public  services. 

It  may  be  doubted  If  any  other  Finance  Min- 
ister, without  inflicting  undue  hardships  and 
Jeopardizing  the  efficiency  of  provincial  admin- 
istration, could  have  done  better  than  Mr.  Jones 
In  his  latest  Budget.  He  has  given  the  whole 
problem  of  provincial  finances  the  most  careful 
investigation.  He  has.  for  the  past  year,  exer- 
cised the  closest  supervision  over  the  spending 
powers  of  the  various  departments  In  fact,  has 
made  economy  his  watchword.  His  belief  of  the 
In  this  regard  Is  evidenced  in  the  latest 


banking  system.  Although  a  country  which  lays 
the  flattering  unction  to  its  soul  that  it  has  led 
the  world  in  the  swift  development  vt  machinery 
for  the  manufacture  of  goods,  The  Herald  Tri- 
bune says  the  United  States  "lags  neat  the  rear 
in  Its  credit  machinery  by  which  these  goods 
must  be  marketed."  It  continues  to  use  the 
"localized  banking  of  the  stage-coach  pioneer 
days,"  and  while  the  Federal  Reserve  system  was 
an  Improvement  its  foundation  "remains  hope- 
lessly weak."  The  New  York  paper  says  that 
what  the  United  States  wants  is  branch  banking 
on  a  wide  scale  as  In  Canada  and  Britain.  It 
wants  a  single  national  banking  system  rigorous- 
ly supervised.  That  Is  a  move  that  must  be 
antecedent  to  any  guarantee  of  deposits,  and 
then  such  guarantee  would  become  unnecessary 
for  failures  would  be  negligible.

It  always  has  been  a  mystery  to 
his  contemporaries  where  and  ln 
what  manner  Mr.  Macklin  acquired 
his  vocabulary.

We  wonder  whether  the  veteran 
who  looks  like  a  kid  held  open 
house  in  The  Free  Press  office  on 
the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of 
his  birth  and  received  every  well- 
wisher  as  affably  and  genially  as  he 
used  to  receive  the  most  ordinary  of 
newspapermen  at  meetings  of  the 
Canadian  Press  Association  when 
that  organization  held  its  meetings 
in  Winnipeg.  On  those  occasions 
the  office  of  The  Free  Press  was 
open  to  everybody,  and  there  were 
no  formalities.  You  Just  walked  ln 
and  received  a  kindly  welcome  and 
cordial  shake  of  the  hand  from  the 
business  manager,  and.  if  you  were 
considered  worthy,  might  be  hon- 
ored with  a  formal  introduction  to 
the  august,  austere  and  stately 
editor,  a  ceremony  which  generally 
had  the  effect  of  making  you  realize 
your  comparative  insignificance.

Yet  there  is  no  doubt  the  Blftons 

made  no  mistake  when  they  picked 
Mr.  Dafoe  to  direct  the  editorial 
department  and  Mr.  Macklin  to  di- 
rect the  destinies  of  the  bus'ness 
department  of  their  principal  news- 
paper The  Free  Press  has  had  a 
powerful  influence  in  forming  and 
directing  public  opinion  throughout 
the  prairies.  If  it  has  been  some- 
what vagarious  and  erratic  in  it* 
political  courses,  that  may  be  due  to 
the  vagaries  of  the  foreign  elements 
in  the  population,  for  a  newspaper, 
no  matter  how  influential,  must 
sometimes  set  its  sails  to  catch,  not 
the  gentle  zephyrs,  but  the  gusts, 
of  public  opinion.

However,  on  the    great  occasion 

we  are  commemorating  and  discus- 
sing, it  is  not  meet  that  we  should 
criticize.  It  is  only  fitting  that  we 
should  congratulate  Mr.  Macklin 
on  the  attainment  of  another  natal 
day.  to  express  the  hope  that 
neither  his  shadow  nor  his  vigor 
may  ever  grow  less,  that  he  may 
long  be  spared  to  serve  his  paper 
and  the  community  as  faithfully  as 
he  has  served  them  ln  the  pas(.  In 
his  ease  the  natural  law  of  survival 
of  the  fittest  is  still  In  force.  And

The  special  committee  from  the 
Union  of  British  Columbia  Munic- 
ipalities, headed  by  R.  F. 
clerk  of  Oak  Bay.  has 
a  single  resolution  the  demands 
made  from  various  parts  of  the 
province  respecting  municipal  as- 
sessments and  assessment  appeals.

For  Improvements  with  the  excep- 
tion of  those  made  by  clearing,  dyk- 
ing, draining,  planting  or  cultivat- 
ing the  soli,  the  basis  would  be  the 
cost  of  placing  the  improvements 
on  the  land  at  the  time  of  assess- 
ment having  regard  to  their  then 
condition.

H.  O.  Oarrett.  registrar  of  com- 
panies in  the  province,  informed 
the  municipal  committee  of  the 
Legislature,  meeting  with  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Union  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Municipalities,  yester- 
day, that  the  request  to  bring  in 
legislation  by  which  It  might  be 
made  possible  to  have  damages  as- 
sessed against  an  automobile  driver 
who  had  caused  damages,  but  who 
had  died  before  action  were  pos- 
sible, was  not  a  simple  thing  to  do. 
He  said  it  would  violate  a  well- 
known  principle  of  common  law  by 
which  an  action  died  with  the  death 
of  the  person  concerned. 

There  was  a  violation  of  this 
principle  In  the  provision  made 
whereby  compensation  was  allowed 
to  be  established  on  behalf  of  a 
family  of  a  person  who  met  death. 

The  committee  agreed  to  consider 
the  matter  later. 

CORRECTS  MISTAKE 

An  amendment  to  cure  a  defect 
in  the  act,  as  a  result  of  an  amend- 
ment passed  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Legislature,  came  before  the 
committee.  Under  the  amendment 
of  last  session,  provision  was  madr 
whereby  the  licence  holders  to  the 
number  of  75  per  cent,  in  any  class 
of  business,  could  petition  for  early 
closing  and  the  council  would  be 
forced  to  grant  the  request. 

As  business  men.  In  these  times 
especially,  did  not  pay  their  licences 
promptly,  it  had  become  possible 
for  three  or  four  in  a  class,  who 
paid  their  licence  promptly,  to  have 
an  early-closing  by-law  forced 
through,  although  they  might  not 
represent  1  per  cent  of  the  actual 
operators  In  that  line  of  business. 

This  will  be  righted  so  that  It  will 
prevent  such  advantage  being  taken 
of  the  statute.

hole or  pinned  to  the  dress  Is  the 
traditional  way  of  celebrating  the 
birthday  of  the  good  St.  Patrick, 
patron  saint  of  Ireland. 

It  s  good  to  talk  about  the  sweet 
old  saint  and  to  retell  the  mostly 
mythical  stories  that  have  grown  up 
about  him. 

Did  you  know  that  he  wasn't 
Irish  at  all— but  Scotch  or  Welsh. 
Most  authorities  are  Inclined  to  be- 
lieve his  birthplace  was  in  the  latter 
country.  It  Is  not 
just  what  day  of  the  month  he 
came  Into  the  world.  Some  say 
March  8,  others,  March  9.  And  it 
also  Is  said  that  to  settle  the  mat- 
ter these  dates  were  added  together 
and  March  17,  which  we  celebrate, 
was  decided  on. 

When  St.  Patrick  was  about  six- 
teen, he  was  captured  by  pirates 
and  taken  to  Ireland  where  he  was 
sold  as  a  slave.  For  six  years  he 
labored  in  the  Irish  countryside, 
learning  the  language  of  the  peo- 
ple and  their  customs.  Then  he 
escaped  and  went  home. 

But  he  could  not  forget  the  peo- 
ple of  Ireland,  and  one  night  he 
had  a  dream.  An  angel  came  to 
him  with  a  bundle  of  letters  In  his 
hand,  and  on  the  letters  was  writ- 
ten. "The  voice  of  the  Irish,"  and 
a  voice  called  as  the  voice  of  many 
people.  "Come  and  dwell  with  us! 
We  pray  thee,  holy  youth,  walk 
among  M  zs  before!"

Britain's  attitude  to  disarmament 
In  the  air  was  clearly  and  admlr- 
tfMy  stated  at  Geneva  recently  by 
Hprd  Londonderry,  the  Air  Mlnts- 
«Sr.  in  a  speech  before  the  newly- 
ippointed  air  committee  of  the  Dis- 
urmament  Conference.  In  a  sen- 
tence, he  reaffirmed  that  Britain 
Js  prepared  to  go  to  any  length,  in 
eirreemrnt  with  other  powers,  to  at- 
tain the  aims  desired,  provided  that 
en  effective  system  of  International 
control  of  civil  aviation  be  devised 
and  established  and  that  nothing 
be  done  to  prevent  or  hamper  the 
fullest  development  of  aviation  In 
every  country  for  civil  and  com- 
mercial purposes. 

He  referred  to  the  swift  develop- 
ment of  flying  in  recent  years. 
4,Each  year,"  he  said,  'sees  an  ln- 
crrase  in  the  speed,  range  and 
carrying  capacities  of  machines,  so 
that  already  aircraft  exist  which 
could  launch  an  air  attack  from  one 
•nd  of  Europe  to  the  other  Even 
the  oceans,  already  traversed  again 
•nd  again  by  the  enterprise  of  in- 
dividual pioneers,  are  no  longer  a 
barrier:  and  as  aircraft,  whether 
alvll  or  military,  are  increasingly 
annihilating  time  and  distance,  the 
whole  world  is  becoming  one  conti- 
nent." 

CONTROL  ESSENTIAL 

Effective  International  control  of 
civil  flying  Is  essential  if  military 
and  naval  aviation  are  to  be  abol- 
ished. "The  result  of  a  mere  aboli- 
tion of  military  and  naval  forces 
without  effective  means  for  inter- 
national control  of  civil  aviation 
would  only  be  to  enhance  the  men- 
ace of  Indiscriminate  bombardment 
of  the  civil  population  of  great 
cities.  It  follows  that  the  problem 
before  this  committee  is  to  devise 
an  effective  regulation  of  civil  avi- 
ation such  ss  will  render  feasible 
the  abolition  of  naval  and  military 
aircraft  and  the  prohibition  of  air 
bombardment.

NO  RESTRICTIONS 
He  continued:  "It  It  obvious  that 
the  first  condition  Involves  that  ef- 
fective means  must  be  devised  to 
prevent  the  possibility  of  civil  ma- 
chines existing  in  such  areas  <l.e.. 
regions  excluded  from  the  scope  of 
a  settled  scheme)  beinn  made  avail- 
able for  military  purposes.  As  to 
the  second  condition,  it  seems  to 
me  inconceivable  that  a  convention 
designed  to  promote  security  and 
good  will  anion*  the  nations  should 
be  so  framed  as  to  check  the  free 
development  of  what  Is.  perhaps,  the 
most  Important  agent  at  the  pres- 
ent day  for  encouraging  peaceful 
communications  and  developing 
commercial  and  friendly  Intercourse 
between  the  nations.

tions maintained  by  the  Biological 
Board  of  Canada,  which  operates 
under .  control  of  the  Minister  of 
Fisheries. 

Part  of  the  service  rendered  by 
these  stations  consists  in  giving 
special  instruction  to  fisheries  offi- 
cers and  fishermen,  and  during 
February,  work  of  this  kind  was  In 
progress  not  only  at  Halifax,  but 
also  at  the  Pacific  Biological  Sta- 
tion at  Nanalmo.  where  British  Co- 
lumbia officers  on  the  staff  of  the 
Dominion  Department  of  Fisheries 
attended  courses  dealing  with  sub- 
jects relating  to  their  work. 

BENEFITS  RECEIVED 

The  recent  course  for  fishermen 
at  the  Halifax  station  was  similar 
to  previous  annual  courses  which 
have  been  given  there  for  several 
years  past.   Men  who  attended  the 
classes  in  other  years  have  testi- 
fied to  the  benefit  they  received 
ancf.  perhaps  partly  as  a  result  of 
what  they  have  said,  even  more  In- 
terest than  usual  was   shown  in 
this  year's  "school."    Many  more 
fishermen  than  could  be  admitted 
applied    for    enrollment.  Present 
facilities  at  the  station  at  Halifax 
make  it  impossible  to  handle  satis- 
factorily a  larger  enrollment  than 
thirty-five,  and  this  number  were 
admitted.    Only  bona  fide  fisher- 
men between  certain  ages  are  ac- 
cepted for  courses  of  this  kind,  and 
each  one  Is  granted  his  railway  fare 
to  and  from  Halifax,  and  an  allow- 
ance of  $40  toward   meeting  his 
living  expenses  while  at  the  school 
MANY  8UBJECTS 
The  work  of  these  fishermen's 
4}  courses  includes  such  subjects  as 
the  preparation  of  dried,  boneless 
and  pickled  fish,  the  coopering  of 
barrels,  navigation,  motor  engines, 
and  refrigeration.    There   Is  also 
elementary   Instruction   In  certain 
scientific  subjects  relating  to  the 
fisheries,  as.  for  instance,  chem- 
istry, bacteriology  and  biology.  For 
the  most  part,  the  teaching  is  done 
by  members  of  the  station's  staff 
but  some  subjects,  like  navigation' 
are  dealt  with  by  special  instructors

Sir  William  Osler 


The  Greeted  Physician  of  Our  Era

This   Is   Interesting  Heading 


TWENTYFIVE  YEARS  ago,  I  went 
to  see  the  late  Sir  Wm.  Osier,  the 
greatest  physician  of  our  era.  I  was  a 
practising  physician  at  the  time  but  a 
very  sick  man,  and  had  been  most  of 
my  life. 


Sir  William  made  a  most  searching  exami- 
nation of  me  and  gave  me  at  the  most  but 
four  months  to  live,  but  added,  "any 
breath  may  be  your  last'*.  He  was  right 
in  his  prognosis.  My  heart  was  in  such  a 
condition  that  I  had  not  been  able  freely 
to  climb  three  steps  for  five  years.  I  was 
completely  deaf  in  one  ear  and  a  great 
oculist  gave  me  but  four  years  of  sight. 
At  fifty  I  could  not  count  my  fingers  with 
my  left  eye.  But  Sir  William  gave  me  no 
surprise  when  he  told  me  I  was  practically 
a  dead  man  at  fifty. 

The  best  talent  in  my  profession  had  said 
I  was  past  any  help  from  ordinary  sources 
and  I  knew  it.  But  I  knew  of  no  other 
sources  so  I  had  given  up,  not  in  despair, 
for  I  rather  looked  forward  to  the  end.

"It  is  common  experience  that 
backache  is  the  most  prevalent  ail- 
ment of  which  women  in  Indiffer- 
ent health  complain,  and  the  at- 
tention that  has  been  paid  to  It  Is 
very  slight  considering  the  great 
amount  of  discomfort  and  111 
which  it  produces." 

This  constant  ache  which  . 
life  so  miserable  is  due  In  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  to  a  simple  strain 
of  the  ligaments  supporting  the 
bones  In  lower  back  and  hips. 

Just  as  the  ligaments  supporting 
the  arches  of  the  feet  get  put  on  a 
strain  causing  painful  feet,  so  the 
constant  strain  on  these  ligaments 
causes  backache.  And  Just  as  the 
treatment  for  painful  feet  Is  to  give 
(hem  rest  and  support  by  adhesive 
tape,  or  supports  If  necessary,  so 
also  must  the  ligaments  of  the  back 
be  rested  and  supported  If  the  back- 
ache Is  to  be  relieved. 

While  most  of  these  cases  are 
thin  Individuals,  nevertheless  when 
the  abdomen  gets  too  large  In  those 
who  are  overweight.  Its  very  weight 
pulls  or  drags  on  the  ligaments  sup- 
porting tiie  back,  thus  causing  pain 
The  rest  treatment  usually  con- 
sists of  lying  face  downwards  with 
a  pillow  under  abdomen  which  tak?s 
the  strain  off  the  back. 

As  this  Is  not  possible  in  many 
cases,  the  use  of  a  supporting  belt 
is  next  best  as  it  enables  the  in- 
dividual to  be  about  his  or  her  work 
for  a  part  of  the  twenty-four  hours 
at  least. 

There  are  sll  kinds  of  belts  for 
this  purpose  and  some  corsets  are 
msde  with  these  supports  as  a  part 

of  the  corset  Itself. 

The  main  point  about  the  support 
is  that  the  front  part  should  lift 


straighten  the  lower  curve  in  the 
back,  and  the  back  part  should  hold 
the  back  straight,  also  helping  to 
straighten  the  curve.  It  Is  at  this 
lower  curve  In  the  back  that  the 
ache  occurs. 

Years  ago  we  were  taught  that 
the  use  of  supports  was  unwise  be- 
cause It  prevented  the  muscles 
working  and  they  would  become 
weak.  However,  by  the  use  of  this 
support  the  individual  is  kept  free 
of  pain  and  is  able  to  be  up  and 
about  the  house  or  at  business,  thus 
keeping  heart,  lungs,  stomach,  and 
intestine  and  the  health  In  general 
In  better  condition.

LADYSMITH,  March  15.— The  re- 
cent attempt  of  the  Indian  Depart- 
ment to  assert  the  re-establishment 
of  the  rights  of  the  Indians  on  the 
lapsed  reserve  at  the  head  of  Oyster 
Bay,  Is  being  vigorously  questioned 
by  district  organizations. 

A  delegation  from  the  United 
Farmers.  Diamond  Local,  attended 
the  Board  of  Trade  meeting  here 
last  evening,  and.  after  hearing  the 
discussion  by  the  board  upon  cor- 
respondence relating  to  the  matter, 
le^mnrended  the  stand  of  the  board 
and  Indicated  the  farmers'  organ- 
ization had  taken  similar  steps  to 
have  the  lapsed  reserve  definitely 
restored  to  Provincial  Jurisdiction. 

Walter  Jones,  for  the  delegation, 
recounted  briefly  the  history  of  the 
area,  and  recalled  that  a  Govern- 
ment commission  on  Indian  lands 
had  recommended  in  1914  that  the 
Oyster  Bay  reserve  be  considered 
lapsed,  due  to  continuous  disuse  by 
the  native  Indians,  and  that  the 
area  be  disposed  of  en  bloc  by  public 
sale.  Recently  a  party  of  Indians 
had  moved  up  from  another  re- 
serve, and  had  attempted  to  fence 
and  enclose  the  region,  despite  the 
assurance  of  Mr.  Smith,  inspector 
of  lands,  and  of  C.  F.  Davie,  M.P.P.. 
that  the  area  was  no  longer  Indian 
lands. 

TO  PROTECT  TIMBER 

The  board  correspondence  on  the 
matter  indicated  that  Mr.  Davie  had 
taken  the  matter  up  with  the  De- 
partment of  Lands,  and  expected 
to  communicate  definitely  a  clear-' 
rut  decision  on  the  affair  shortly. 
The  board  will  ask  the  Forestry 
Service  to  protect  the  green  timber 
on  the  area,  tentatively  suggested 
by  local  bodies  as  a  public  park. 

Albernt  Board  of  Trade  Is  not  at 
all  favorable  to  the  suggestion  that 
the  well-known  name  of  Long 
Beach,  which  distinguishes  that 
great  stretch  of  hard  sands  on  the 
west  coast  of  the  Island,  should 
be  changed  to  the  name  of  an  In- 
dian chief.

As  brewers  prepared  to 
spend  millions  of  dollars  and  re- 
employ thousands  of  men  to  reach 
capacity  production,  an  Associated 
Press  survey  showed  tonight  that 
in  twenty  other  states,  measures 
are  pending  In  legislatures  or 
await  approval  by  governors  to 
legalize  and  regulate  the  sale  of 
beer. 

CongTess  must  provide  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,  while  the  re- 
maining states  cither  retain  their 
prohibition  laws  or  have  defeated 
beer  legislation.

Orders  for  barrels,  bottles,  cases, 
caps  and  grain  have  been  placed, 
additional  orders  await  word  from 
Washington.  -An  official  of  one  of 
New  York  city's  largest  breweries

\Origin  of  Linotype 
Machines  Described 
To  Local  Craftsmen 

Members  of  the  Victoria  Club  of 
Printing  House  Craftsmen  met  for 
their  regular  monthly  meeting,  on 
Tuesday  night,  in  the  Cairo  Coffee 
Shop.  The  speaker  was  Dugald 
Campbell,  representative  of  Cana 
dlan  Linotype.  Limited,  for  the 
British  Columbia  and  Alberta. 

Originating  in  the  inventive  brain 
of    Otto    Mergenthaler,    who.  the 
speaker  reminded  his  audience,  was 
a  watchmaker  by  trade  and  not  a 
printer  as  some  might  suppose,  the 
linotype  has  undergone  so  many 
developments    and  Improvement 
that  the  latest  model  bears  but  llttl 
resemblance  to  its  first  parent,  al 
though  the  essential  features  cm 
bodied   in  the  original  have  re 
mained. 

Mr.  Campbell  described  in  detai 
the  various  Improvements  and  addi- 
tions that  have  been  effected.  Of 
particular  interest  was  his  descrip- 
tion of  the  linotype  company's  new 
est  Invention,  the  "All  Purpos 
Linotype,"  a  machine  designed  prl 
martly  for  the  setting  of  display 
k  for  newspapers  and  maga- 
zines. The  "All  Purpose  Linotype." 
which  is  already  In  operation  in 
Eastern  cities,  marks  a  big  advance 
in  the  typographical  Industry. 

Mr.  Campbell  concluded  his  ad- 
dress with  a  number  of  Instructive 
pointers,  of  interest  to  compositors 
and  pressmen  alike.
